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Pre-season conditioning hints 


A good investment for the com- 
ing season, no matter what sport. 
you play, is to strengthen the key 
areas of the body. Dr. T. K. Cure- 
ton of the University of Illinois 
has shown that improved strength 
means improved playing ability in 
all sports. 

Here are two areas ' which are 
important to any athlete: 

1. Lower leg and foot, A very 
good exercise is the “heel and toe 
rock and lift.” Take a standing 
position with youf feet together. 
Rock forward on your toes as far 
as you can. Then rock. back on 
to your heels trying to touch your 
toes to your shin bones, Do 10 of 
these, rest and then repeat. Con- 
tinue until you are just reaching 
fatigue. After you begin to develop 
strength in this area, place a 
heavy barbell or similar weight on 
your shoulders as you do the exer- 
cise. 

2. Stomach and hips. The 
jacknife is one of the best exer- 
cises for this area, Lie down on 
your back with your legs together 
and your arms stretched back over 
your head. With a sudden burst 
‘aise your legs and at the same 
time your upper body and arms. 
The knees should be stiff, and you 
should try to touch your toes with 
your fingers at a spot just above 
the hips. You may find this diffi- 
cult at first. Try working up to 
sections of four at a time, done 
as fast as possible for as long as 
possible with 10 seconds rest be- 
tween each section, 

_ Have a check up 

Before you start your pre-season 
training, make sure you visit a 
doctor. Tell him all about what 
you are going to be doing. This is 
an important point, and you would 
be wise to have a check up at the 
end of a season too. 


Learn a secondary 

Every athlete who takes part in 
such strenuous sports as football, 
track, hockey, basketball, etc., 
should learn a_ secondary sport, 
These include tennis, handball, 
volleyball, golf, badminton, etc.

Canadiens do 


more reading 

Despite television ae other dis- 
tractions, Canadians are doing 
more reading. 

This was‘indicated in the latest 
biennial survey of libraries issued 
by the Bureau of Statistics. It 
showed public libraries enjoyed a 
general expansion in 1953 over 
1951, including a 20 "percent in- 
crease in the number of borrowers. 

The 1953 survey covered 765 
public libraries, nine mail-order 
and travelling libraries, 268 uni- 
versity and college and 131 busi 
ness and professional libraries and 
made these findings: 

An estimated 55 percent of the 
population had public library ser- 
vice and 21 percent of the popula- 
tion with such service were reg- 
istered borrowers. Public library 
expenditures in 1953 for all Can- 
ada amounted to a per capita rate 
of 53 cents,

moisture supply are favorable. 
Practically all nitrogen used by 
plants enters the, root system in 
the form of nitrate irrespective of 
the form initially applied to” the 
soil. 1 

The oxidation of ammonia to ni- 
trate is, very slow when the soil 
temperature is below 45 degrees 
F. and for this reason late fall 
application. of nitrogen in the form 
of ammonia can be made without 
much danger of loss before plant 
growth starts in the spring. 

When anhydrous ammonia is 
applied to, a dry soil there is more 
danger of loss than when the soil 
is moist, for;the ammonia gas 
must combine, with the soil mois- 
tupe tobe refgtively safe from loss 
by, volatilization... Nitrogen in the 
form af ammonia is held by the 
colloidal material and is relative- 
ly safe from loss by leaching, while 
the nitrate form moves freely with 
the soil moisture and may be lost 
by deep percolation following 
heavy rains, 

The farmer when deciding which 
nitrogenous fertilizer to use must 


gen, the method of application 
and the ease of handling. These 
factors must be balanced .one 
against the other to determine 
which fertilizer is the most suit- 
able for the particular case under 
consideration. tt 

It must be kept in mind that 
the maximum return from any 
fertilizer will only be -obtained 
when the other essential elements 
and moisture are present in ade- 
quate amounts, Nitrogen will not 
compensate for some other nutri- 
ent that may be lacking.

Alva Jay Francis, blind for 10 
years, has become an important 
and useful member of .the St. 
Charles Hospital staff of Toledo, 
Ohio, He works in the hospital's 
X-ray department, developing and 
processing negatives, 

Dr. John. W. Smythe, director 
of the- hospital’s department of 
radiology, said Francis’ work has 
been exceptionally good. 

“The developing technique of 
X-ray negatives is strict and|_ 
Jay's following the same routine 
with all negatives without distrac- 
tion makes the results more con- 
stant, a necessary factor in ob- 
taining a good reading,” Smythe 
said, 

He pointed out this means fewer 
errors in processing, eliminating 
retakes of patient X-rays, and in
